NOTES OF THE WEEK, 


The inflax of refugees from Rassia into Galicia stil] continues. According 
to the latest information from reliable sources the number cannot be less than 
12,000 (the Brody Committee say 15,000). The Lemberg Committee, acting under 
the directions of the Mansion Hcnse Committees, is straining every nerve to 
meet the exigencies of tho situation ; but it is clear that no emigration can bo 
fast enough to meet this fearful irruption of refugees. Indeed, the fand is 
gradually dwindling, and we uvderstand tbat the balance is now less than 
£40,000, a sum which would barely cover the cost of sending to America only 
half the refugees now in Brody, withont taking into account the thousands who 
fod their way across the frontier at other points. It is therefore certain 
that there will be no means for coping with the emergency except by 
largely increased subscriptions to the Mansion House Faad of a charac- 
ter commensurate with the need, and that the amounts that the public 
will havo to subscrib9 upon a sécond appeal must be ten times as great 
as those contributed at the first, when it was hardly known what was going to 
be done, what would be possible to be done, aod when, in fact, it was doubted 
whether the Jews. would be allowed to leave Russia at all. We now know that 
every Jew who can leave Russia will, and. it behoves every Jew out of that land 
of persecution to help in this exodus to the utmost of his ability, We are glad 
to hear that onr continental brethren are awaking to a sense of the situation 
aad are bestirring thomeelves manfally, Paris has jast sent the Lord Mayor, 
through Baron Alphonse de Rothschild, £5,000 for settling the refugees in 
America, Frankfort £5,000, and Vienna for the like purpose, £3,000, 


The number of emigrants sent to America at the sole cost of the Mansion 
HTouse Fund now amounts to 3,869. About 900 will be shipped this week alone. 
One entire convoy of genuine agricultural labourera, 208 in number, will be 
f.rwarded this week to Manitoba. Tle Liverpool] Commission still continues 
its useful work and sits now, en permanence, under the presidency of Mr. B. L, 
Benas, settling destinations of emigrants, apportioning clothing, preparing the 
drafts payable.at the placea of settlement, aud supervising the shipping arrange- 
ments. On Sunday last the Committee sat continuously for twelve boura, and 
were aided in theit-work by Mr. Benjamin L. Cohe n, mewher of tho Mansion 
House Committee. 

The senastional story telegraphed by the Bada-Pesth correspondeat of: the 
Standard, and which hag taken two months to reach us, must be accepted with 


extreme caution, The source is not altogether pure. Tue story is to-the effect 


{hat a. Christian girl, Esther Solymossy, disappeared on April Ist, after having 


heen seen on the day near the synagogue of Tisacszlar, a village in 
gary, and that a son of a Jewish butcher tnere has confessed that his father and 
some Jewish butchers from other places had cut the throat of the girl and col- 
lected the blood in a pot. It is also said that the Jowish butcher of the town of 
Erlan was arrested on Monday because he had spent April the 1st at Tisacezlar, 
In other-worda, there has been revived a blood accusation in Hangary.. We 
have not the least-fear of the result of the inquiry that will doubtless be held, 
It is reassuring to learn that 690 troops have been marched to Tisaeszlar.: Th® 
Government have therefore taken piecautions to protect the Jews from any 
attacka.of fanatica. 


The precautions which the Turkish Government are taking ‘to prevent the 
mention were not voluntary emigrants, bnt were forcibly tranuported by. the 
Portuguese Government for having secretly practised the rites of Judaism, 


settlement of Jews in Palestine postpone for the present the realization of the 
aspirations of the great maes of the Russian and Roumanian Jews. The Enet- 


ern Question is about to open, and the position of things will shortly be so 


unsettled that under any circumstances emigration to Palestine would have been 
attended with danger and diflicalty. Before long hostilities may commence in 
Egypt, and there is no knowing where they will end. But all this may clear the 
way to Palestine under mare favourable circumstances than have ever before 
existed, This queation bears upon the Eastern situation generally, and the 
ultimate edlution of the Jewish problem in Russia may end in the eettlement of 
the race in their old land. There is, we fear, no use in trying to get anything. 
cut of Turkey by persuasion, and even if we could, the end of the present 
nvime is perhaps so near that stability under Turkish goverament is no longer 
to be he ped for. This. Egyptian question seems to be the beginning of the 


end, The old story about danger to be apprehended for tho Jewish settlers in 
Palestine from Bedouiné is not worthy of incch consideration, Tiere are splendid 


tracts both in Palestine and Syria, where the inhabitants have never seen a 
Bedouin, and where the Bedonins are as little likely to visit as Finsbury Square. 
Of conrse some may prefer sending their coreligionists to live on pork in Texas, 
Lut even to that desirable consummation the difficulty of transport causes con- 
tiderable obstacles. There is a whole nation of three millions of people to be 


provided for, The great majority have turned their eyes to the South and to_ 


the lands lying at but a little distance from Russia. It is not a question of 
*rcouraging them to go, but of seeing that they do not starve after going. 
Has the suitability of Cyprus for a part of the emigration been considered ? 


The Report. of Mr. Samuel Montaga and Dr. Asher on their mission to 
alicia which we publish in another column, will be read with great interest. 
It will be seen that within less than a fortnight they succeeded in establishing 
4 branch committee at Lemberg, putting the forwarding of refugees from 
Brody ‘into working order, and induced the Jewish authorities at Buda Pesth to

Mr. George 8, Yates, of Liverpool, who was delegated by the Mansion House 
Committee to proceed to New York with the view of expressing the views of 
that Committes to the Hebrew E nigrant Aid Society, and to-stady the arrange- 
ments which are being made to dispose of the Russian refugees arrived in. 
New York on the 8:h of May. Mr. Yates a few dayé after his arrival publicly 
stated that he was favourably impressed with the work of the Hebrew Emigrant 
Aid Society, and the methods employed by the Committee for the distribution 
of the emigrants. Since he bad been in New York he had changed his mind as 
to the methods to be employed by the English Committees in sending over 
emigrants to inland points in this country, and he had become convinced that 
all refugees should be sent in the first instance to the Society in New York, in 
whose hands should be placed all monies intended as grants for those 
emigrants On behalf. of the Mansion House Committee, Mr. Yates stated 
that every effort should be made to secure for the emigrants the necessary fact- 
litics for observing their religious rites and for keeping the Sabbath, though he’ 
had. discovered that it was impracticable to secure situations forany great num- 
ber of emigrants which would enable them to observe the Sabbath. Mr. Yates, 
who believes that his mission will have the result of dispersing the prejatice 
existiog in England againgt the American Committees, sent the following tele- 
gram to the Mansion House Committce : - 

“ Aid Society enjoys confidence and co-operation of leading Jews. Am 
personally favourably impressed.  Intluential Committee formed. Organization

} emigration of the Jews ist ow the all-absorbing topic of the hour : the 
ricts and planderings of the Jews, without which not a day. passes by, have lost 
the character of novelty, and no longer occupy the attention of pnblic opinion to 
che carne extent ae was formerly the case, Lhie is easily to be understood, more 
cepecially from the fact that Count Ignatieff bas forbidden the prees to make 
soy further mention of the anti-Jewith outrages. It is aleo superfluous to 
dilate on this enbject any longer after thousands of refocees from Russia have 
in themeclves given the best evidence of the treatment to which they and their 
trethren at large have been accustomed, Hitherto the Jews have been attacked 
and plund red in Southern Russia,Podolia,Poland, Volyhnia and the Government 
of Chetson, and where this has not yet Leen the case, similar occurrences are daily 
enticipatcd. Within the last few days the littl -town of Sniiclo (tp the 
Government of Kicil) bas been wholly burnt down, and the Jewish inhabitants

1 his greatest of all hypocrites on the face of the. earth washed his hands of any 
guilt with respect to the outrages againat the Jews. Ho even had ths shame- 
leesness to declare that ho himself was powerless to prevent them. As an 
instance, he mentioned that when he receivedthe news of the expulsion of Jews 
from Kie ff, he telegraphed to the Governor-General to put a stop to it, and 
that to his telegram he received the following reply . “ Your command is im.

Last night there was a tumultuous gathering here of the Jowish emigrants 
from Rossia, who no sily demanded bread and means to continue their journey 
The authorities were compelled to employ force in order to restore tranquillity, 

The District Council have resolved to send a deputation, headed by Count 
Borkuviki, to Vienna to urge upon the Emperor the necessity of fixing upon 
rome other town as the rendezvons of the Russian Jewish refugecs. Baron de 
Hirsch has giver £20,000 in aid of the emigrants, and the funds in hand are 
at the present moment more than equal to the requirements, but the disagree. 
ments of the members of the Committee prevent the money from being effec. 
tively used for the relief of the distress. 


VIENNA, May 29, 
The Presse publishes the following telegram from Brody : 


Delegates of the Vienna. Israelitish Alliance have arrived here and after 
examining intothe condition of the emigrants, convinced themselves that no bread 
had been distributed to the Jews in the most thickly populated quarter up to 7 
o'clock yesterday evening, when the children were almost starving. They then 
themselves set about dispensing supplies of , bread. Six hundred emigrants wary 
to-day forwarded hence ; but, on tbe o‘her hand, the fresh arrivals are equ ally nu- 
merous. The sanitary conditions of the place are becoming worse... Yesterday, in 
the crowded quarter, three children fell sick of measies and one of smallpox, The 
Governor is expected on Tuesday,’

EMIGRATION. TO CANADA, 


The following letter bas been addressed by the Lord Mayor to. Sir Alex- 
ander Galt, Ligh Commissicner of Canada : 


MANSION TIlousz, London, E.C., 220d May, 1822. 

Dear Sir Alexander,—When we had the advantage of*your presence and good 
counsel at the Committee of the Mansion House Fund in aid of the Russo-Jewish 
refugees, you were good enough to tuggest-to us Canada, and especially Manitoba 
as a geod field for emigration. 

Acting on that advice, which my ‘colleagues felt to have been founded on a 
judgment and local knowledge to which your high official position lent additional 
weight, we have, in dispersing the many thousands of refugees emig;ating through 
our fund to various parts of America, sent a considerable number to Canada, about 
150- to the towns of Montreal, Quebec, Toronto, and Hamilton, but a much larger 
number—about 400—to Winnipeg, hoping that an agricultural settlement of the 
refuveés might there be formed. | | 

For this last-name! destination we have selected the most able-bodied mechanics 
and labourers we could find, all likely to make good colonists, but as most of them 
are men with families, their early struggles in the land of their adoption will pro- 
bably be very great, unless some friendly hand lends them a little guidance. It has 
therefore occurred to me that you might have the opportunity, either in suggesting 
to them proper Jecalcs for settlement, or im some ‘other way be able to give them 
most valuable aid, 

It is porsible that difficulties of language and certain religious considerations 
connected with the Jewish Sabbath may prevent many, especially the mechanics, 
from being employed as journeymen, and it therefore would appear that as the Jews. 
are especially gregarious, the formation of a series of farm-settlements on the asso- 
ciative principle, to which Russiaas are well accustomed, would offer a good means 
of placing these people. . Such farms once formed might be so arranged that they 
would be capable of senbsequent enlargement from time to time for the reception of 
new arrivals. | 

Your practical knowledge and experience of these subjects is so great that itis 
with diffidence that I make this suggestion; but I feel sure that you who have 
already thown so lively an in‘erest in the unfortunate refugees, will gladly lend 
your valuable advice aud aid, so that the emigranta now landing may be fairly 
established before winter arrives, and may be in a position to face its rigours, 

Probably the Jews of Canada, of whom you spoke so highly, and to whom I 
have addressed letters inviting their active co-operation in the towns, may be in & 
position to do something for the agricult=ral settlers also, 

The cost (even on the reduced scale) of the journey to Winnepeg is so great, 
that we have not been able to give the settlers much money in hand wherewith to 
‘start. Bauatif you find some small subvention from our fund needful for carrying 
out such a plan as I have suggested, I hope you will not hesitate to communicate 0 
me your views, which I doubt not will receive from my colleagues their earnest 
consideration,

THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES IW GALICIA. 


The following ia the report of Mr. Samnel Montaga and Dr. Asher Ashor 
(who, with Mr Laurence Oliphant, were the delegates of the Mansion House 
Committee to Galicia) upon their mission to Lemberg, Brody, and Vienna: 


We, the delegates of the Lord Mayor's Committee to Lemberg, beg to report 
‘ha we reached that city on the morning of Sunday, April 2294, and had at once a 
~onferenze with our colleague, Mr. Laurence Oliphant. In company with that 
ventleman we, as #00n a8 possible, proceeded to call on several of the important 
members of the commanity, 

In the afternoon of the same day we attemled a hastily summoned meeting of 
hirty representatives of the congregation. To thee weexp'ained tlie object of our 
sit, name the estab! siment of an e Tective co nmittee to deal with the re fuvees. 
After much debate and consideration, it was re-olved unanimous'y that an earnest 
endeavour be made to carry ont. the wishes of the London Committ:e to the fullest 
extent. stipulations—already forwartdel to. London—were to the 
efict that the Lemberg Committee shall assame the responsibility of selecting and 
expeliting to America, and other suitable localities, Russian refugees who micht 
dod their way to any part of Galicia, the Lord Mayor's Com‘nittee supplying the 
fonds for those forwarded by order of the Mansion Hotiss Committee. We were 
ch struck with the intelligence of this committee, and augured well from the 
h position they individually beld in the city. 

Monday was spent in calling on the various members of the Committes at their 
‘business, and hearing their opinions on the situation. This prepared us 
‘or the duty, on Tuesday, of attending a meeting of the Brody Committee. With 
‘hese gentemen we have much sympathy. Suddenly called upon to act in the 
trying emergency of dealing with hundreds of refugees arriving daily, many of them 
almost naked, it was no casy task for them. to organise themseltes into a board for 
aiministering even pressing relief—a tack sufficient to overwhelin the most zealous 

mmittes. To this was added the work of inscribing and classifying the revistera—

We.then proceeded to Vienna with the object of preventing any int rference 
with the Lemberg Committee ; the function of the Vienna Committec, aa defined by 
the Berlin Conference, being to appoint and saperviee Committees throwehont the 
Austrian ‘dominions, and the’ Ritter Von Wertheimer, President of the Alliance 
assured us that our wishes should bo respected, It was the idea of the Vienna 
Alliance to appoint, paid agrnts at Lemberg, and they: were gratifiel t> fiad that we,

RUSSIA'S REPLY TO THE JEWISH QUESTION, 


Arrer thany months of anxious waiting the Russian Government, or to 
speak more exactly, General Ionarixrr, has issued regulations intended to solve 
the more general difficulties raised by the Rasso-Jewish question. Against 
the accumulated experience of all civilization for the last hundred years, 
against the openly expressed judgment of the whole European press and a not 
inconsiderable poition of the Russian organs of opinion, General Ionatirre 
has determined to continue the traditions! policy of the Russian Government 
towards its Jewish subjects. 

Restriction; restriction, restriction is his only answer to the difficnities 
of the problem. A series of measures have been issued intended to herd 
the Russian Jews once more into Ghetti, and to mark out even more ¢on- 
spicaously than before the inequality of their position before the Rassian 
‘aw. 

The provisions of the new law are. briefly these : Jews are prohibited 
from settling outside towns and villages and from doing basiness on S andays 
and Christian holidays, Besides this, all contracts between Jews anl 
Christians are. “ provisionally suspended.” We may as well dismiss at 
once this additional annoyance by remarking that it is a most arbitrary pro- 
It cuts, 
however, two ways since business in genera! throughout Russia cannot fail 
to be disturbed by it.. Even before its appearance the merchants of Moscow 
had pointed out in a memorial the- great commercial evils resulting from 
the anti-Jewish movement and here we have the Russian Government-from 
pure caprice still further disturbing Russian commerce. 

At first sight 1t might appear that the object of the more general 
clauses relating to Jewish domicile was to confine the Jews in places 


where they would be more capable of police protection than in isolated 


hamlets or solitary farms. But the accompanying rider about Sundays and 
holidays shews too clearly the animus-of the enactment. The Rassian Jews 
are to be forcibly prevented from having commercial dealing with the 
peasantry whom they were charged of “ exploiting” by the notorious Re- 
scriptof General Ienatiurr. It is difficult to estimate how many persons 
will be affected by these clauses, but there can scarcely be less than half a 
million who live outside municipal boundaries, while a far greater nuniber 
are dependent on the village custom for their livelihood. 
descending to give any preamble of reasons General Ionarierr has curtailed 
the liberties and imperilled the livelihood of at leasthalf a million of Russian 
subjects whom he has the responsibility of governing. 

Again we have the o'd policy of exceptional legislation. The oft- 
repeated clause “except the Jews’ must: now be added to the sections of 
Russian law dealing with domicile, Like the Bourbons, the Russian bureau- 
Again and again the 
policy of restriction has proved a failure, and the poiicy of liberation a 
brilliant success, Yet the wire-pullers of the Russian Empire are content 
to goon in the same groove that has become traditional in dealing with the 
Jews, They ought to know by this time that any such enactments will fail 
to effect their end, and only lead to a further exteasion of the bribery system 


that degrades both him that gives and him that takes, They must also be | 


aware that no amount of “ecooping up” will prevent the display of Jewish 
enterprise and energy. They shou'd attempt to grasp the truth that the 
hideous excesses of the past year are entirely due to the way in which the 
Jews are marked off from the rest of the population, Yet in the face of al] 
this they prefer to keep to the old plan in the hope of getting a breathing- 
‘tune during which the attention of Europe may perhaps be turned from the 


‘terrible state of things due to Russia’s official negligence and connivance. 


_ And this last hope—does not every consideration lead one to foresee 
till more violent outbreaks due to these new measures? After a whole 
Year's persecution is it not only too likely that the populace will cee in these 
Severe measures against the Jews a left-handed justification of their own 


acts?“ Tf the Government punish them, why should not we?” must be 


the secret thought of many a moujik at the present moment. So that if the 


Czax's advisers are really in earnest in their expressed wish to put anend |

to the riots, they have stultified themselves by appending a caution against 
anti-Jewish riots to these anti-Jewish laws. Even if they had come to the 
conclusion that these laws were best both for the State and the Jews (the 
latter have surely a right to be considered) it wou'd have been very desirable 
that their promulgation shon'd have been postponed till a time when the 
minds of the populace were not so prejudiced and excited against the Jews, 

Looked at in every way—their contents, the occasion of their publica- 
tion, their display of bias against Jews and sympathy with Jew-baiters— 
these enactments fail to meet the most elementary requirements of practical 
legislation. Russia owes it to herself, if she desires to remain among civi- 
lized nations, to put down effectually all outward manifestations of dislike 
against the Jews in the Czin’s realms. Just now it is the pressing ques- 
tion to stop the riots, All else is for the moment beside the point; and 89 
this new issue of bureaucratic wisdom is nothing but a hage iqnoratio elenchi 
on the part of General Iawatixry. It isa repetition in the legi-lative sphere 
of the criminal blunder made last year by issuing the Rescript for inquiring 
into the Jewish Question.

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THE COLONIZATION OF PALESTINE, 
| FROM A CORRESPONDENT, | 
CONSTANTINOPLE, 218T May, 1882. 
The political complications which have arisen in Egypt and which threaten 
to re-open the whole Eastern Qiestion, have occarred at a most uatimely moment 
av bearing upon the interests of the Jowish populations of Roumania and Turkey 
who are anxious to emigrate into Palestine. The geographical position of that 
country, the religious associstions connected with it, and the political aspirations 
of more than one European nation ia regard to it, all tend to render the Saltan 
peculiarly sensitive where any plan is proposed calculated to effect the condi- 
tions now existing there. When, therefore, the news reached here that the 
Russian and Roumanian Jewish populations proposed concentrating their 
immigration to his dominions upon that province alone, and that inany had 
already arrived there, he foresaw probablo interference on the part of the Christian 


Powers whose religious quarrels over the holy places led to the Crimean War ;. 


he vaguely feared the creation of anew Jewish nationality with the inevitable 
Protectorate on the part of a European Power which might lead to absorption 
ot independence, and ho was reminded by the Sheikh ul Islam cf certain 
uncomfortable passages contained in the Koran; and of other prophecies 
familiar to Moslems, foreshadowing tho final doom of Islam when the Jews 
were res'ored to the land of their fathers. Under theese combined istuences 
he caused instructions to be sent to his consular agents in Russia and Rougiania 
informing them that while he was perfectly ready to -permit the Jews to emi- 
grate to his dominions, provided they became Olloman snlijects, he would not 
allow them to settle in Palestingo. The result bas been that every Jew desiroug 
to leave Russia for Turkey is pbdliged to siga a docament of: which the 
following ia a translation : 

“1, the undersigned Teraclitish Rasgsian enbject, de lare that it is my inten- 
lion to emigrate lato the Ottoman «specified in 
my « engage at once formally. to adopt the Citoman nationality 
aud to subject myself, without reserve or restriction, to thie laws aud regalations 
of: the Einpi ¢,and not to establieh myself in Palestine. In faith of which I 
have delivered the present ceriilizate, which will take effect immediately unron 
arrival.ow Turkish territory; curity for my rights 4 

This has produced. amo centary consternation .ataong the Jove in Russia 
and Roumania, how. unmbering many hundred. thoteaad sovls, who pre- 
paring to leave those countries for the Holy Land. .Some hundreds of ‘societies 
bad been formed, each numbering from fifly to three hundred fawitice, who had 
collected all the means they possessed, and who relied to somo éxtent on being 
agéisted by subscripts ne from abroad for colonizing purpo eB. These people, 
not realiz the capabiitties or extent. ef the coubly of their ch Ce, and 
eharm d by the magic of the name, saw their hopes completely blasted by. this 
announcement, and are Lewildered by the news that the outlét-by whieh they 
hoped to cecape from the perecention and legal disabiliios under which they 
labuur has: been suddenly blocked to them. Two handre famili bad alr ady

THE MANSION HOUSE FUND.

We understand that in view of the large exodus of Jews from Rassia, and 
the severe strain which is conseqr®ntly made on the resources of the. Mansion 
House Fand, the Committee contemplate issuing a fresh appeal for assistance to 
continue the work for which it was called into existence. A mecting of the 
General Committee will be held at the Mansion House on Monday next. 

The following is a copy of a letter.addressed by Mr. N. 8. Joseph, Honorary 
Secretary of the Mansion Honse Fand, tothe Secretary of the Allianca Israsliia 
in Parie. It gives-an interesting history of the operations of the Mansion House 
Committee in facilitating the e.sigration of the Rossiaa refazess ;

Deak Sin,—My excellent friend and colleague, the Rev. A. Liwy, has showy 
ms your letter of the 15th inst... from which it appears that you are anxious to learn 
what is being done by the Committee of the Mansion Hoase Fund for the relief of 
the Russo-Jewish fugitives. As honorary s¢sretary to the Executive Committees of 
the Fund, 1 am very pleased .o give you all the information in my power, 

Refugees reaching England may be thus classified : (1) those sent tous by the 
Committees at Lemberg ant Brody, specially appoiuted by. our Commissioners, Dr 
Asher and Mr. Montagu, who undertook a mission to Galicia for the parpose of’ 
organizing thore committees, (2) those fugitives who arrivein England by authority 
and sometimes at the cost of the Hamburg and Berlin’ Committees, (3) those 
reaching London or Liverpool of their own motion and at their own cost. 

Those coming under the first head we are bound to forward to America, ani 
have our first claim and attention, they being selected at the ‘frontier by our owa 
agents, in whom not enly we but the Vienna Committee have the greatest éonfi- 
dence. ‘The number of these emigrants to the present date is 1,471. Por thesa we 
have paid the whole cost of transport from Brody (where they are first selected) to 
Lemberg (where they undergo a second selection and examination) ; from Lomerg 
to Hamburg ; from Hamburg to Liverpool ; the cost of clothing (when needfa!l) aad 
housing at Liverpool! prior to embarkation ; the cost of voyage from Liverpool, aad 
railway journey to their ‘final destination in the. United Statea and Canade. Each 
emigrant receives a sum of money for settlement, either by draft payable at’ desti- 
nation only, or by recommendation to the Hebrew Emigrants’ Aid Society of New 
York. to thich the committee have ‘made large remittatices, . It will he observed 
that of these 1.471, the entire cost from Brody to their. places of destination in 
America, including’ the cost of settlement, has beea defrayed solely by our faad, 
without te slightest aid from any Continental source, 

Thore coming rnder the secon lL class sent by the Contineatal Committees 
who baye paid their journey only as far as the Enylish port, are partially absorled 
in England, which is takiog its Tair proportionate share of the refugees as porma-:

and wheat crops are 9 complete failure, owing to the scanty rainfall during the 
past four months, Already the prices of grain, in spite of consi’erable impor- 
tations of feod-staff, are as high as during the famine of.

[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


3 JASSY, 26TH May, 1882, 

As stated in my last, Mr. Oliphant waa received here with much enthusiasm 
by the Jewish population. His journey trom Lemberg to Jassy was more like 
a march of triamp than anything else, for everywhere on hia way thither 
the same manifestations of joy were noticeable. A few worda about Mr, 
Oliphant’s journey fron Lemberg to Jassy may not be here ont of place. . 

At Czernowilz Mr. Oliphant remaimed one day for tho purpore of 
establishing there a committee to enable the direct forwarding to America of 
those refugees who may come from Russia, vid Nowofielitz. He had been waited 
upon at his hotel by a Jewish deputation, consisting of the two rabbis, Dea. Tgel 
and Weie, some memb:rsa of the Jewish community, with the Mayor of Klimetech 
at the head. The whole day a large concourse of people had been gathering 


round Mr. Olipbant’s hotel at the Ringplatz, watching for.an opportanity to have - 


at least a glimpse of his person, so wach, it seems, was he beld in general esteem 
by the population. Mr. Oliphant then left for Sodagora, a small town on the 
Roumavian frontier, in order to pay a-visit to the world-famoua rabbi, whose 
fame has reaciied even beyond the borders of the Channel. Mr. Oliphant's visit 
was of a purely private nature, and was in no way connected with bis mission, 
On the 3rd inet. Mr. Mra. Oliphant arrited by the evening train at Jaasy, 
at the invitation of the Central Emigration Society, to attend a meeting which 
wan fixed to be held the next cay.. They were welcomed at the station by Dra, 
Lippe and Gerster, both of them members of the Central Emigration Society. 
Mr. and Mrs. Oliphant then drove to tho Hotel de l'Earepe, accompanied by the 
members wnentioned above. Next evening the general meeting of the delegates 
of the various emigration bodies of the province took place, and was attended

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THE REV. 8. SINGER ON SYNAGOGUE OFFERINGS. 


A movement, havirg for ite object the abolition of offcrirgs doring th®

Anticipating the ol jecticn that the question being peculiarly a financial one, 
wee cuteide the range of topice adepted to the pulpit, be remarked that whatever 
influenced the public decorum in God's house, and checked or impelled the current 
of religious feeling among the worshippere, murt be a matter of interest to no one 
more than to the Jewish preacter. A text from the portion of the day euygested a 
few reflections that reemed not inappropriate to the occasion, “ They brought their 
offerings before the Lord.”

To that end the zcal of the Ieraelites was soon aroused, According 
ta their means, some brought a humble, some a precious gift; these their labour, 
thoee their skill. There was no compnlrion, physical or morel yet such was the 
abundance with which the dedicated gifts poured in, that the people had to be re- 
etrained from giving more, ani such the zeal with which they threw themrelves 
into the holy work that, according to the Midrash, the Israelites— notoriously a 
quarreleome and discontented people never: once found uttering an impatient 


conteritions word during all the time the Tabernaché was being built, spirit 


of gi nerons rivalry had taken posrsession of them, that made them more concerned 
for the glory of God's house than for thtir own personal honour. It was sail that 
the chiefs of the nation resolved to wait until the people had. brought their gifte, 
and then in true princely feshion, to supply whatever was wanting. But in those 
days the people were princes in generceity, and left nothing for their superiors to 
do. ‘Theee, therefore, when the Tabernacle was completed, determined that at least 
the consecration offerings should come from them, and accordingly “ brought their 
offerings before the Lord.” From all this it was clear thet the “ voluntary system” 
wis the one that from the first commended iteelf to the Teraelitish people for the 
purporce Of the sanctuary. Yet this system aduiirable in itself, and baving all that 
ie best-of ancient authority and modern experience to recommend it, had been long 
applied in such a manner &s to neutralize mach of the goodit was adapted to effect, 
and to obtain the smallest worldly advantage at the greatert. religious racrifice. 


‘The custom. bad eprung up among us of iuviting and announciag gifts to the 


ganctuary in the intervals between the sections in. the reading of the law. Now 
there two thitige, the reading of the law and the pecuyiary support of the syna- 
gogue, had nothing in common. It was. a violation of the bert traditions.of our 
faith to force them into an unnatural union. To be called to the reading of the 
law was-a right that belonged to every son of Israel, Wealth and poverty wera 
accidéenta which did not affect thie right. It. was a’so one of the raarant:es 
which laymen had, that pricstcraft should never prevail in Judaism, “The Law 
which Moses commanicd us is the inheritance ”’—not of the Priest, or the Levit», or 
the Rabbi—bat ‘of the whole congregation of Jacob.’ Anciently,. whon every 
Israelite read in his tarn his own rection from the law, this assertion of the prin- 
ciple. of religious equality was perhaps more di-t-netly evidencel, andit still 
survived in the custom of the Vilrrad reciting his.portionin person. But. in 
whatever form the right be asserted, it was all important that. it should not be 
eurrendered ; those who valued the ancient. institutions of our faith ought. to see to 
it, that that right thould not be imperil’ed, and that.-nothing shonld detract from 
the sanctity and the purely religious significance of-the act. But what bappenel 
in moet of our congregations ’. A fellow-worshipper is summonedte the reading of 
the law, and in return for this privilege is exp. cted tomake @ voluntary offeriay. 
There was no phyrical force. but there was moral force ured, Some resist it, 
eome yield to. it, many will not acaver to the call at. all. “The fisaucial 
gain was dubicus. Granted even that it -be ‘decided, it was not so decided aa 
the: moral amd. religious. lors. In. the first place there was ‘the dis*redit 


that was made to attach to the Torah itself. It. became the of a pucely 


worldly operation, and those who l:new little of it4 lo'ty teachings came to connect 
it with a eyttem of exaction, waile many of those who knew: vetter, woall ‘not 
permit it.to be used as such an instrument upon them. aud, therefore, were precluded 
fron honouring the. Law in tseic.time and placs.. The nest mitver-that des¢rved 
consideration was that these offerings, announced during the reading of the Law, 
introduced a disturbing element into the synagoyue service, It was not an easy task 
to koep the mind of a congregation riveted upoa their religious duties for a space of 
one and a half.totwo hours’. Yet in the midst of what was assuredly not the least 
solemn part of the rervice, a bresk wae made,a discor tant note was struck, and that 
not once or twice, but seven or cight times, and people had at once the imein which 
to converse and the topics tocouverre.about; , How. widely did such offerings differ 
from thore of the Princes inancient Israel | “ Teey brought their olferiagsa before the 
Lord.” The offerings with whichthe preacher had been dealing were brought before 
the congregation, When compared the blessluge prohvunce dl by thore wWho-were 
called to the reading of the Law with the Misheberach that. followed, it. Was impos- 
tible not to realize the incongruity of the proceeding, The fact that the announee- 
ment on these ocAnsions were niade in Ilébrew did not mend mattets, Lt was using 
a eacred instrument for an unbecoming purpose, If the thing it-elf was ohjection- 
able we had no-right to. shelter ourrelves under what a great author had called the 
decent-obecurity of a learned language -‘That the system worked uneatisfac o ily 
in other wayr, Was to be seen in-the circumstance that, owing totlie uuwillingness of 
members to pay too frequent a tox forthe exercive of their rig ats, it became nece-siry 
in many synagogues to call to the Law during the greater’ part of the year persons: 
from whom bo pecunisry support could beexpected. ‘These poor people becaine the 
ecape-gouts of their richer brethren... The most sacred function a Jewish layman 
could perform thus went begging. How could we reconcile such proceedings. with 
the solenin dec'aration made immediately afterwards? “The Lord magnifieth the 
Law and maketh it honourable” On what grounds then did we retain this system / 
On the score of orthedoxy’ The Chief' Rabbi was opposed to it with all his heart, 
On the score of antiquity’ It was a comparatively modern introduction, On-the 
ecore of custom!) Custéns ought to be examined in the light of reason and utility 
‘There remained néthing bat the familiar, but not very dignified argument, that it 
was inexpedient to abolish this system, that synagogues could not berupported with-. 


out it. This was an argument fer which there was no proof but the test of 


experience. Where the experiment had been made, congregations had tlouriched as 
well as befofe. All that was now taid in favour of the retention of-offerings during 


the reading of the Law was taid when it was first proposed to abolish another custom 


that bad unwarrantably crept into Judaisin-—-thesale of the Yet though 


the auetion bad been closed, the kynagegnes remained open. We sometimes expr: ssed 
astonishment at the doi ps of our sLOFE, Was certain that our descendants 
would be attonishment at eome of some of our doings. In approaching this question, 


it behoved usto bear one great truth in mind, and that was, that what was religiously 


wrong could never, on the grounds of expediency, become congregationally right, . 
_.. Of course it was not proposed to abolish voluntary offerings. They were the lifeaud 

soul of the Jewish congregational system. Unlike other communities our own was 
practically without endowments, Perbaps this was not to-be much regretted, Every 
ought to bear ite own religious responsibilities, Voluntary therefore, 


were as desirable from a religious as they were essential from a financial point of 


view. But the time and place and. method of obiatning them should be altered,
